Would you believe I had in mind to write and give you the status 
of my research--when I got your letter, Thank you for keeping 
my quest in mind. No, I did not receive an application to join 
the Clan Leslie. I am still interested in it. 


Originally I started my research to try to get in D.A.R. I got in 
D.A.R. through my Baskin-Patterson line:

So I no longer have the urgency to do the research for D.A.R. 
purposes--I just want to resolve my Lesley ancestry for my own 
satisfaction. I don't want to let something get the best of me. 
If's left up to me to get the answer--no one else seems to care. 

I regret I did not start researching while some relatives wae alive 
who might have had the answers, 


All I really had to go on was that my Dad always told me we were 
descendants of William Lesley of Abbeville. I am related to the 
Svence family on both sides—-my Grandmother Lesley was a Spence 
and my great grandmother on the Caldwell side was a Spence. 
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I asked my Grandmother Caldwell once if these Spences were N 
related. She said "I don't know why you are worried about that-—- \

one of the Lesleys way back there married a Caldwell." 


The two brothers, John and Thomas, came to SC in the 1760's along y 
with their families under the Township Fund, a Fund established J 

for the indigent poor to establish themselves in the New World. All y 
these Lesleys were apparently not too poor, since they paid their %

passage from the homeland to America. They received bounty payments 3 


on each person and land grants. Another brother James gamg.on a i 
different ship and had to work out his passage. John, wa ranted AY 
land in Boonesborough Township in 1765, which was the old 96th ) 
District, now ovart of Abbeville Co. Thomas, on the other hand was y 
granted land an Branch Long Cane Creek. John and Thomas each had yy 


sons named William, John's son William was born in 1752, just 2 years, 

off William Jr. birthdate of 1754. (Papers for ship passage may have 

been filled out 2 years before they actually sailed. wIt is thought 

John and Mary are our ancestors, John died 2€ Oct 1771 in Abbeville S 

Co. Possibly his son, William Jr., was called Jr. by reason of 

having an Uncle William, and not necessarily father and son, Sr. & Jr. 
(From SC Immigrants 1760-1770) 

There are five brothers who are said to have come to SC from Ireland, 

namely, James, John, Thomas, William, and Samuel. The above record 

accounts for John, Thomas, and James who received land grants. It 

is possible that William and Samuel came over prior to 1760 and did 

not apply for the bounty and land grants provided for in l76l. 

I have not researched it but William and Samuel may have come via 

PA and VA as did my Baskin-Patterson ancestors. 


If my line is John and Mary, then William Jr. and Anna Caldwell, 

the riddle is which son is next in line. It would be John Harris or 
Robert Hall. I do not believe it was Robert Hall--his will shows 
heirs as follows: Joseph L..Lesly, Samuel Lesly, William A. Lesly, 
Jane A. Fraser, Thomas Lesly, and John W. Lesly. Administrator of 
will was John Watt Lesly. 


Nathaniel McDill Lesley was born in 1812, so he could have been 

a son of the oldest son, John Harris. I cannot "officially" 
connect to him either. From William's will, it makes me wonder 

if John Harris was a reprobate--what did he do that displeased 
William so much? He was left a Catechism referring to Questions 80 & &6, 
Q.80. What is required in the tenth commandment? 

A. The tenth commandment requireth full contentment with our own 
condition, with a right and charitable frame of spirit toward our 
neighbor, and all that is his. (In other words, don't covet what is 
your neighbors. ) 

Q.86. What doth God require of us, that we may escape his wrath 

and curse, due to us for sin? 

A. To escape the wrath and curse of God, due to us for sin, God 
requireth of us faith in Jesus Christ, repentance unto life, with 
the diligent use of all the outward means whereby Christ communi- 
cateth to us the benefits of redemption. 
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To pay the preacher $100.00 in that day and time was a sizeable 
amount of money. I question did John Harris have an affair with 

a neighbor's daughter and maybe a child out of wedlock. John Harris 
Lesley b. 11 Feb 1784 m. Mary Gilleland in 1802. 


The 1820 SC census in Abbeville Shows three entries together, 
indicating they were close neighbors: William Lesley, John Harris 
Lesley, and Nathaniel McDill. The census shows under Nathaniel 
McDill two males under 16. I question that one of these males was 
Nathaniel McDill Lesley and possibly the other his brother John 
(who came to MS with Nathaniel). Nathaniel McDill later moved to 
Kershaw County where he left a will leaving everything to his wife 
Méary and six unnamed daughters, Apparently, he did not have sons, 
I thought one of the daughters could have been the mother and 
Nathaniel named for his maternal grandfather. 

If I have this sized uv wrong, I owe Lesleys and McDills an apology. 


I have been in touch with McDills and they can't shed any light on 
my query. I have learned that Dr. and Mrs. Robert McDill Woods have 


ublished a book "McDills in America", but I have-pyot geen it. 
r frome eer aalee Le paw behae Fobga - 


I did learn that: 

John McDill m. ganet Leslid in Ireland and they came to SC. 

Their children: Margaret "Peggy", Thomas Hemphill, Hugh, Nathaniel 
and possibly others. The son of Thomas Hemphill was the Rev. 

Thomas Haldane McDill, A.R.P. minister at New Albany, MS 1917-192L, 
who married my parents. I knew we were related to McDills but don'y 
know how, = 


Of the Lesleyswho came to MS, 1850 census lists:

About John Harris Lesley b. 11 Feb 1784 m. Mary Gilleland in 1802. 
They had a number of children. About the year 1832 John H.. moved 
to Indiana with a party of Abolitionists and about 15 years 

later he moved to Talladega, AL where he died 31 Jul 1855. 

John Harris was in partnership with William Panton, John Leslie, 

a Mr. Forbes and several other Leslie's in a company to operate 
trading posts at St. Augustine, Pensacola, Mobile, and Savannah. 
These posts, of necessity, had to be seaport towns where the ships 
could bring merchandise into the country to be exchanged for furs 
of the natives. There was little money handled. Salt and trinkets 
were the important mode of exchange. The largest trading posts 
were overated by Panton, Leslie & Co, They were authorized traders 
and agents for the Creek country. Panton, Leslie and Forbes were 
conservative, peaceable men, peculiarly fitted for the parts they 
played in the affairs of the nation, Alexander Leslie lived in 
Talladega and his home was built as a fortification to be used when 
danger was evident. Certainly the Leslie's played a:.prominent part 
in framing the background of Talladega. 

(This from "History of Talladega" that I got in Mobile Library) 


John's sister, Ann Lesley Jack and her husband, Samuel Jack, also 
lived in Talladega and died there. 


There is a Thomas Lesley in Coosa Co., AL (adjoining Talladega Co.) 
He may have been a brother. Could this be the doctor who they never 


heard from? 


I have been unable to get a will on John Harris Lesley. This would 
be ot no good anyway, as I'm sure he wouldn't mention illegitimate 
chitdren. 1 have not found any Land records in SC for Nathaniel 
McDill Lesley. He must nave haa money from somewnere to have bougnt 
the two blocks of 1and in ‘f1ppah VUounty. 


hese ancestors estaplished the Associate Reformed Presbyterian 
Church at Ebenezer near Cotton Plant, MS. Uncle John's family 
established the A.R.P Church at Bethany, near the Prentiss Co. line. 


And so the search goes on. I'm sure I've bored you with my rambling. 
I do appreciate your letter and any help you may give. 


I grew up with Edgar Stephens, Jr. in New Albany. Since I know my 
Nathaniel McDill Lesley & Jane (Jennet) Patterson were married in 


Anderson County, maybe the Generostee Church is something to go on... 
if he may have been christened there, it would show his parents,

Leslie made it to the majors withthe Giants in 


He was traded to the Dodgers in 1933 then 
returned to the Giants in another trade in 1933 
where he finished-his career. 

With the Giants Leslie was used primarily as 


a pinch-hitter, playing behind future Hall of 
Famer Bill Terry, a .341 lifetime hitter. 

Leslie, a left-hander, was excellent coming off 
the bench in clutch situations when big hits were 
needed. He established a major league record 
for most pinch hits in a season (21). The record 
stood for 35 years. 

Two of Leslie’s teammates on the Glants were 
pitcher Carl Hubbell and outfielder Mel Ott. Hub- 
bell won 253 games turing his illustrious career. 
Ott was one of the game’s most feared sluggers, 
- compiling a .304 batting average and os 511

Both Ott and Hubbell have been. enzhrined In 
baseball's Hall of Fame. 

While Leslie was with the Giants, they won con- 
secutive National League pennants-in 1935 and 
1937 with records of 92-62 and 95-57.
